Corinth couple busted for meth, heroin

A Corinth couple has been 
arrested on charges relating to 
possession of drugs and manu¬ 
facturing drugs. 

Justin Marshall, 25, and 
Rachel Collins, 28, both of 
Corinth, were charged by Grant 
County Sheriff’s Deputy Kevin 
Burke on Jan. 28 after police 


were called to a home on 
Ambassador Drive and found 
the two inside with metham- 
phetamine and heroin, as well 
as ingredients to make meth. 

Police received the call about 
10:47 p.m. that flashlights were 
visible inside a home and that a 
pickup truck was backed up to 
the garage at a home no one had 
been living in for several 
weeks. 


Burke arrived at the resi¬ 
dence at 110 Ambassador Drive 
and was met by a man, later 
identified as Marshall, who was 
wearing a flashlight attached to 
his head. 

“He said he had permission 
to be there and at one time, was 
actually living there,” said 
Grant County Sheriff Chuck 
Dills. 

Burke discovered a pile of 


insulation from large gauge 
wiring in the living room. 

“The copper (wire) had been 
removed,” Dills said. “The wire 
didn’t come from the house. We 
don’t know where it came 
from.” 

Burke located Collins in a 
bedroom inside the house. 

Police recovered 30 syring¬ 
es, spoons containing heroin 
residue and plastic bags with a 


small amount of heroin inside 
scattered throughout the home. 

Upon further investigation, 
Dills said deputies discovered a 
duffel bag with the initials “JM” 
containing items such as clear 
tubing, bottles with metham- 
phetamine residue, funnels, lye 
and other ingredients, used in 
methamphetamine production.

A stagnant economy has slowed, even halt¬ 
ed, development on large-scale projects across 
the nation, but the Ark Encounter is moving, 
albeit slower than anticipated. 

Work at the site has begun, but it may be 
hard to see from the perimeter. 

There are no giant yellow earthmovers or 
dump trucks at the site, but developers say that 
doesn’t mean there’s not work being done. 

“The recession and the lack of any meaning¬ 
ful economic recovery in the nation has cer¬ 
tainly slowed revenue raising, so yes, the eco¬ 
nomic climate has slowed the progress of the 
Ark Encounter,” said Mike Zovath, senior vice 
president and chief operations officer of the Ark 
Encounter. 

Completion of the project, which will feature 
a six-story wooden replica of Noah’s Ark, as 
well as live animal shows, a petting zoo, a 
40-acre walled city, children’s play area, a 
Tower of Babel, first century village and a 
Journey Through History exhibit, was supposed 
to begin in 2011 with a completion date of 
2014. 

“The slow economy doesn’t mean, however, 
that little has been going on over the past year,” 
said Zovath. “Naturally, we understand that the 
community wants to see bulldozers and other 
activity on the site, but rest assured that a lot of 
planning, spending and effort is going on behind 
the scenes for the project to begin constmction 
as soon as it is funded.”

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Accurately describe 
insect, disease in plants 

I n a time when we all seek advice from ex¬ 
perts, it is not only important to know what 
plants you have, but also to understand the 
nomenclature of symptoms caused by insect and 
disease problems. “I’ve got this thing on my 
wacha-ma-call-it” won’t get you very far with a 
Google search or in person. We need to know how 
to describe the “things” that we find on our plant 
material so a proper diagnosis and treatment can 
follow. 

There are several different scenarios that can 
threaten our garden landscape. Non-living, non- 
infectious diseases or “disorders” are linked to en¬ 
vironmental circumstances. A late spring freeze, 
flood or drought conditions, or excessive heat are 
all factors in causing non-infectious disorders that 
effect plant material adversely. These types of 
disorders can lead to infectious disease or insect 
infestation. Plant pathogens must be able to “en¬ 
ter” the plant and non-living diseases often open 
the plant up to living diseases. This is why I have 
reiterated the importance of pruning away dead, 
diseased or injured wood, especially trees. Do not 
make it easier for infectious diseases to live off 
your landscape plants. 

Plant disease 

Living, or infectious diseases involve parasitic 
plants, bacteria, fungi, viruses or nematodes. For 
example, white pine decline and white pine root 
decline (take note of the difference). White pine 
decline is a non-living, non-infectious disorder 
caused by environmental circumstances that weak¬ 
en the tree and cause eventual death. On the other 
hand, white pine root 
decline is a living, infec¬ 
tious disease caused by 
nematodes in the soil that 
slowly attack the root 
system. You will notice 
white film at the base of 
the pine’s trunk when it 
is suffering from white 
pine root decline. In one 
circumstance you could 
replace the diseased 
white pine, however, in 
the latter circumstance 
the soil is infected so it is 
likely that a second white 
pine in the same location 
would see the same out¬ 
come: the same gradual 
decline and eventual death of the tree. 

Plant disease and pest diagnosticians at Purdue 
University define the following common symp¬ 
toms that plague our landscape plants. Recogniz¬ 
ing these as symptoms of a greater problem will 
helps us stop the spread of infectious diseases and 
treat our plants in a more timely fashion.

Leaf spots are small discolored areas on the 
plant’s foliage. Rosarians are quite familiar with 
leaf spot on their roses. Blight causes larger, 
dead areas on leaves, shoots, or flowers of a plant. 
Stunting is the abnormally small growth of a plant 
or plant part. Chlorosis is when normally green 
tissues appear yellowish-green in color. Marginal 
necrosis is a symptom where the edges, or mar¬ 
gins, of a plant’s leaves turn brown due to dead tis¬ 
sue. Houseplants suffer from this during the win¬ 
ter months due to the low humidity in our homes. 
Distortion is the twisting or abnormal formation of 
leaves and new shoots. Aphids, mites and thrips 
cause this to happen to new daylily growth if the 
plant is infected. Wilt, of course, is the flaccid, 
limp condition of leaves or non-woody shoots. 
Wilt generally occurs from insufficient water, but 
can also be brought on by too much water or living 
diseases. The dreaded clematis wilt is caused by 
nematodes. Cankers are localized, often sunken, 
dead areas on a twig branch or stem. Gall is an 
abnormal swelling of a portion of a branch, root, or 
bud. And, witches’ broom is the symptom where 
twig growth appears distorted and stunted forming 
a broom-like mass of twigs. Once witches’ broom 
has appeared the plant should be “shovel-pruned.” 
That’s right, dig it up and throw it out because 
witches’ broom is caused by a fungus that has no 
known control and it will spread to other suscep¬ 
tible plants.

So there is hope for your descendants,” declares the Lord. “Your children 
will return to their own land. 


Jeremiah 31:17 (KJV) 


The rest of 
the story 

T here is a part of the Christmas story at odds 
with hope, peace, joy and love of Christ¬ 
mas, a part that can’t be in the Christmas 
Pageant: the part after the visit of the Magi. 

Evil is woven into the tapestry of the Christmas 
story when Herod orders “the slaughter of the in¬ 
nocents” (Mt. 2:16-17) and Matthew quotes the 
Prophet Jeremiah: “A voice was heard in Ramah, 
weeping and great mourning, Rachel weeping for 
her children. And she will not be comforted, be¬ 
cause they are no more.” (Mt. 2:18; Jer. 31:15). 

The murders in Newtown, Connecticut reminded 
me of this part of the Christmas story. The oppos¬ 
ing motifs of good and evil in the story reflect the 

goodness and evil that 
have always existed in 
our world. But God’s 
word directs us to re¬ 
sist evil, and for us that 
means swimming against 
the current of our times, 
rejecting the influences 
that have made our cul¬ 
ture an incubator for vio¬ 
lent human behavior. 

Many have said we 
must do more to keep our 
children safe, but they 
are usually referring to 
gun control, while ignor¬ 
ing the only sure con¬ 
trol: living by the will of God: the God who weeps 
with Rachel; the God who weeps for a humanity 
too self-willed to respect the will of its Creator! 
There is so much broken in human behavior and 
responsibility this world that we are intimidated 
about trying to repair it. Yet with God’s help we 
can re-establish our moral moorings, do and teach 
what is right and obvious, and begin to protect this 
and future generations of innocents from evil. 

The Gospel of Matthew warns us not to avoid the 
part of the human story that is about evil; the part 
that stands at such odds with the hope, peace, joy 
and love of the rest of the Christmas story. And the 
passage in Jeremiah wherein Rachel weeps for her 
children does, indeed, reflect our sadness. But no¬ 
tice, just a few verses later: “And there is hope for 
the future,’ declares the Lord” (Jeremiah 31:17).

Corinth Lake 
to remain 
closed to Feb. 16 

Corinth Lake will be closed 
to the public from Jan. 20 
through Feb. 16. Fisheries 
biologists with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources plan to 
spray the 96-acre lake with a 
chemical designed to eliminate 
gizzard shad. Although the 
chemical is not harmful to 
humans, wildlife or pets, the 
department will close the lake 
as a precaution. 

The KDFWR extended the 
closure through Feb. 16. It was 
originally planned to be 
completed by Feb. 2, but the 
chemical treatment slated for 
this week was delayed due to 
weather conditions. 

The department is taking 
action because shad, which 
were introduced from an 
unknown source, are affecting 
the growth of bluegill and 
redear sunfish in the lake. Shad 
are prohibited from being used 
as bait in Corinth Lake because 
of their potential to harm the 
panfish fishery. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
manages this lake for fishing. 
Gizzard shad removal will help 
begin the restoration of the 
panfish fishery that was once 
popular at Corinth Lake. The 
eradication will have minimal 
impact to bass, catfish and 
panfish in Corinth Lake.

“In the closet, we also found a homemade genera¬ 
tor made out of cooler to make anhydrous ammonia, 
which is also used to make meth,” Dills said. 

In a downstairs bedroom, police found a bright pink 
Vesta moped with a University of Kentucky parking 
sticker. After contacting Lexington police, they deter¬ 
mined the moped had been stolen from UK. 

“We believe it probably belonged to a student and 
was removed from campus when the ignition was tam¬ 
pered with,” Dills said. 

Due to the electricity being turned off inside the 
home after the owners moved out several weeks ago, 
the Dry Ridge Fire Department provided lights for dep¬ 
uties to make a search of the property. 

“We were also concerned because they apparently 
had been using a gas grill inside the bedroom for heat 
and there was an odor inside the home. Flashlights 
weren’t enough for us to conduct our investigation,” 
Dills said. 

Kentucky State Police, including an officer with the 
Drug Enforcement Task Force, assisted at the scene, 
which took police 2 Vi hours to process. 

Marshall was charged with possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, first degree, second offense, manu¬ 
facturing methamphetamine first offense and receiving 
stolen property under $1,000. 

Collins was charged with possession of a controlled 
substance, first degree, first offense and possession of 
drug paraphernalia. 

Both were lodged in the Grant County Detention 
Center. 

Dills said this was the first meth lab arrests in 
2013. 

The case remains under investigation by Burke.

If a forecast calls for bad weather, Shipp usually heads out at 
3 a.m. to drive the roads in the north end of the county while a 
vehicle manager examines the southern roads. 

“If we are in a position where inclement weather is not go¬ 
ing to start until around 5 or 6 a.m., we could call a delay of one 
to two hours to give us time to make a decision,” Shipp said. 
“Also, we talk with surrounding counties on what they are do¬ 
ing for their county.” 

Once his evaluation is complete, Shipp said he will pass 
the information along to Superintendent Ron Livingood, who 
makes the final decision about closing school. 

Grant County Schools average about seven snow days a 
year, said Shipp. 

“Safety is our number one priority and that will always be 
our decision maker,” he said. 

Ed Gabbert, director of transportation for Williamstown In¬ 
dependent Schools, goes out to monitor the roads around 4:30 
a.m. during inclement weather. 

He tries to make a decision by 5 and 5:15 a.m. to allow 
enough notice for parents and staff who have a long commute. 

“We don’t delay,” Gabbert said. “We’re either going or not. 
I don’t use the delay because it just throws everybody else’s 
schedule off and our schedule off with people going to work 
and babysitters. We’re either in or out.” 

Despite being in the same county, the the school districts do 
not always call off classes when the other does. 

Grant County Schools initially delayed school Jan. 25 before 
canceling classes altogether. However, Williamstown Indepen¬ 
dent had school without even a delay. 

Shipp said the decision to cancel was based on the forecast 
and sleet that was falling at 6 a.m. in the mid- to south-end of 
the county. 

“It’s the roads that they travel compared to ours,” Gabbert 
said about the occasional split decisions among the districts. 
“They’ve got some issues out (in the county roads.) Our dis¬ 
tance is a lot shorter as well. The state and the city has done 
a good job of treating those roads. If we’d had been out in the 
county, we wouldn’t have went either. It has all to do with the 
roads traveled.” 

Regardless of the decision, it’s never an easy call to make, 
admits Gabbert. 

“Sometimes you just hold your breath and pray a lot,” 
he said.

Zovath said in the last year, the AE has 
invested over $6 million in buying the land 
with another $3 million being spent on site 
and exhibit design. 

The buzz of chainsaws and crashing of 
dead wood broke the silence of a chilly 
January afternoon as Tim Schmitt, land¬ 
scape architect for the Ark Encounter, and a 
crew of two began cutting down trees on the 
800-acre site just off Ky. 36 in Williamstown 
earlier this month. 

As of Jan. 18, they had cut down trees on 
approximately 21 of 53 acres. 

“We’re actually moving faster than we 
anticipated,” Schmitt said. 

Tree clearing is expected to be completed 
by the end of March as part of phase-one of 
the project. 

Developers had to cut the trees down 
before the endangered Indiana Bats made 
their way to Grant County to nest in Shag 


Bark Hickory trees found on the Ark prop¬ 
erty. The Indiana Bat is one of 13 bats on the 
federal engendered species list. 

Zovath said while the trees are being 
cleared, the architectural firm is working on 
securing construction permits, which include 
permits for waterways, encroachments, ero¬ 
sion control, grading and building permits 
for the Ark itself. 

“The firm we have hired estimates the 
permit acquisition process will take six to 
nine months and we expect to spend more 
than $2.4 million. Once we have all of the 
permits, we will be ready to begin the con¬ 
struction/bidding process. We will need the 
rest of the construction funds to come in to 
begin construction,” Zovath said. 

To date, about $12 million has been 
raised for the project, leaving another $12.5 
million, still to be raised. 

Zovath said that donations in November 
and December 2012 were strong. 

“They were very encouraging and that 
allows us to keep moving forward,” he 


said. 

Because of the economy and its impact 
on fundraising, the timeline for the project 
has changed and is dependent upon the 
amount of time required to get the funding 
in place. 

“The Grant County community can rest 
assured that we are totally committed to 
opening the Ark Encounter. We have already 
invested a large amount of time and money 
in the project and plan to continue to plan 
and invest,” Zovath said. 

That’s good news for local officials and 
residents who wondered if Grant County 
would actually see the project become real¬ 
ity. 

“I’m very confident the project is com¬ 
ing,” said Williamstown Mayor Rick 
Skinner. “We’re having conversations or 
exchanging emails at least every other 
week, sometimes more with the develop¬ 
ers.” 

Skinner said the city recently met with 
information technology specialists concern¬ 


ing their IT needs at the park and how the 
city could provide those services. 

“We’re working now on how to keep 
their communications and provide WIFI 
within the construction area,” Skinner said. 

Zovath said the project will utilize as 
many local businesses as possible and still 
build “green.” 

“Using the local businesses not only 
keeps the local economy strong and pro¬ 
vides needed jobs, it also keeps the energy 
footprint smaller because using businesses 
closer to the site requires less energy to 
transport materials,” Zovath said. 

Zovath sees interest in the Ark Park 
growing, especially in light of a movie 
release in 2014 on Noah’s Ark featuring 
Russell Crowe. 

“The Ark remains a popular subject all 
over the world,” he said. “With phases being 
built every few years after the grand open¬ 
ing of the massive ship itself, we expect the 
Ark Encounter to become a very popular 
destination of families all over the world.”
